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Your  iiomin.ation  of  myself  to  tlie  honourable  position  of  this  chair, 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  late  lamented  chairman,  D.  A.  O'SuUivan, 
•Q.C.,  LL.D.,  has  i-endered  it  nece.ssary  for  me  to  report  on  the  pro- 
i,n-ess  and  condition  of  the  Library  during  1892,  and  I  cannot  <1()  so 
without  expressing  my  C(mviction  of  the  dee]>  loss  which  the  Board  has 
sustained  by  his  death  in  September  last. 

Dr.  O'Sullivan  was  eminentl}'  qualified  by  his  literary  and  histori- 
cal knowledge  to  aid  in  the  formation  of  a  great  Public  Library,  and 
by  his  urbanity  and  decision  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  the 
Board. 

The  alterations  in  the  entrance  hall  and  on  the  first  floor  were  con- 
tracted for  by  our  predecessors.  The  work  commenced  in  January  last, 
and  has  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Board  during  the  greater  part  of 
the  year.  After  much  delay  from  various  causes  the  improvements 
were  completed  in  October.  The  large  amount  of  additional  space  ;it 
the  disposal  of  the  Board,  enabled  them  to  give  a  careful  consideration 
to  the  requirements  of  the  LiVjrary,  and  it  was  finally  arranged  that 
the  large  and  capacious  hall  on  the  first  floor  should  be  converted  into 
A  ^N^ewspaper  Reading-room,  and  that  the  room  heretofore  used  for  the 
Reading-room  shoidd  be  set  apart  for  the  Circulating  Library. 

In  order  to  give  the  staff'  an  opportunity  of  carrying  out  these  changes 
the  building  was  closed  to  the  public  on  October  27th. 

The  new  Reading-room  was  opened  on  November  1st,  and  the 
uew  Circulating  Library  on  the  3rd. 

In  thus  remodelling  the  Library  building,  more  important  changes 
have  been  made  than  at  any  previous  period  in  its  history,  and   the 


necessity  which  lay  upon  the  Boaid  to  provide  accommodation  for  the 
large  increase  in  readers  has  been  fully  met.  I  believe  that  the  new 
and  attractive  entrance  hall,  with  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  division 
of  the  Newspaper  Reading-room  from  the  Circulating  Library  is  duly 
appreciated  by  our  citizens. 

Mr.  Haultain,  Assistant  Librarian,  having  been  placed  in  charge 
of  the  Reading-room,  no  extra  expense  has  been  necessary  in  having  it 
separated  from  the  library. 

While  these  alterations  were  being  carried  on,  the  main  entrance 
was  closed  and  temporary  entrances  provided.  These  were,  however, 
HO  inconvenient  that  many  readers  temporarily  discontinued  the  use 
of  the  Library,  in  consequence  of  which  our  circulation  has  not  increased 
as  rapidly  as  anticii)ated.  The  total  circulation  for  1892  was  431,256, 
being  an  increase  of  3,919  over  that  of  1891. 

In  April  an  Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario  by  which  the  maximum  of  the  Library  rate  was  reduced  to  a 
quarter  of  a  mill  on  the  $,  in  all  cities  of  100,000  and  over.  The  right 
also  to  establish  and  maintain  museums  and  to  erect  or  alter  buildings 
exceeding  a  cost  of  $2,000,  was  made  dependent  on  the  consent  of  the 
City  Council.

The  acquisition  of  the  correspondence,  official  letters  and  private 
papers  of  Chief  Ju.stice  Powell,  1755-1834;  of  Samuel  Jarvis,  U.  E. 
Loyalist  and  tirst  Secretary  of  State  for  Upper  Canada,  and  of  Samuel 
Peters  Jarvis,  Resident  Indian  agent,  has  been  a  marked  feature 
of  the  year.  Covering  as  they  do,  a  period,  of  which  the  printed  docu- 
ments are  extremely  scarce  and  of  little  practical  value  to  the  historian 
and  economist,  they  reveal  the  history  of  U]>per  Canada  during  the  first 
thirty  years  of  its  existence  with  a  fulness  and  detail  which  will  make 
them  always  a  first  authority  on  the  suljject. 

The  removal  of  the  Circulating  Library  affords  an  opportunity  for 
supplying  students  in  the  Reference  Library  with  proper  accommoda- 
tion ;  and  the  tirst  and  most  important  duty  l3'ing  before  the  incoming 
Board  is  the  making  piovision  for  them.  With  a  comfortable  and  quiet 
place  in  which  to  work,  with  readier  access  to  the  books,  and  with 
educated  assistance  to  guide,  it  will  be  possible  to  make  the  "  Study 
library  "  the  most  interesting  and  valuable  feature  of  the  Public 
Library. 

T  have  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  constant  care  and  vigilance  of 
the  Librarian  and  his  assistants,  and  he  reports  that  all  the  employees 
continue  to  give  satisfaction.
